WITHOUT DISSENTING VOTE 


Resolution 
Passed 
Ordering 
Inquiry 


Into Allegations That Members of 


Naval Affairs Committee Had Been 


Unduly Influenced. 


W ashington, M arch 7.—A resolution 
providing for an investigation of the 
charges made by Mr. Lilley of Connec­ 
ticut that mem bers of the naval af­ 
fairs com m ittee had been unduly in­ 
fluenced in recom m ending certain sub­ 
m arine torpedo boats was reported 
to the house of representatives by Mr. 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania from the com­ 
m ittee on rules and adopted by the 
house. 
The subject has been under 
consideration by the com m ittee for 
two weeks. 
The resolution follows: 
“W hereas, Mr. George 
L. 
Lilley, 
representative from the state of Con­ 
necticut, on his responsibility as a 
m ember of this house before I he com­ 
m ittee of rules, 
has 
among other 
things stated in substance that the 
Electric Boat company of New Je r­ 
sey aud their predecessors, the Hoi 
land Boat company, have been en­ 
gaged in efforts to exert corrupting 
influences on certain members of con­ 
gress in their legislative capacities 
and have in fact exerted such corrupt­ 
ing influence, therefore, be it 
Resolved, That a com m ittee of five 
members be appointed to investigate 
the charge made by the said George 
L. Lilley of corrupt practices on the 
part of the said company and of mem­ 
bers of congress with respect to leg­ 
islation and th at said com m ittee shall 
have authority to send for persons and 
papers and to take testim ony in W ash­ 
ington, or elsew here, before the full 
com m ittee 
or 
any 
sub-committee 
thereof. 
Said com m ittee shall report 
as speedily as possible with such rec­ 
ommendation, if any, as to the com­ 
m ittee shall seem m eet.” 
Accompanying the resolution was a 
report, declaring it to be due the 
house and its m em bers th at an investi­ 
gation be made. 
Speaker Cannon announced the fol­ 
lowing as the com m ittee to conduct 
the investigation: M essrs. Boutell, Illi­ 
nois; 
Stevens, M innesota; 
Olmsted, 
Pennsylvania; Howard, Georgia, and 
Broussard, Louisiana. 
W ithout a dissenting vote the reso­ 
lution was adopted. 


PASSES ARMY PAY BILL. 


Senate Increases Salaries of Officers 
and Men. 
W ashington, March 7.—The army 
pay bill has been passed by the sen­ 
ate. 
The bill provides for army offi­ 
cers a graded increase of pay ranging 
from 5 per cent for lieutenant gener­ 
als to 25 per cent for junior officers. 
It also provides that “the average pay 
of enlisted men of the arm y as now 
established, is increased 40 per cent.” 
This am endm ent, suggested by Mr. 
Culberson of Texas, takes away the 
discretion of the president in fixing 
the pay of soldiers. 
Senator Scott read a letter from a 
banker who stated army officers pay 
3 per cent interest a month to have 
their salaries discounted because their 
incomes are so small. 
An am endm ent was offered by Mr. 
Bacon and adopted, giving six m onths’ 
pay to families of officers and enlisted 
men upon their death. 
The navy pay bill, equalizing the 
pay of officers of the navy and m arine 
corps with the pay of officers of the 
army, was ordered reported favorably 
to the house by the com m ittee on 
naval affairs. 
That com m ittee also a reed to re­ 
port favorably the bill extending to 
rear adm irals who were retired by the 
passage of the navy personnel act in 
1899 the benefits of th at act, whereby 
the rate of their retired pay will be 
Increased. 
A greem ent was reached by the com­ 
m ittee to report favorably the naval 
m ilitia bill, introduced by Chairman 
Foss, which gives the navy depart­ 
m ent control over the naval militia.

WEEKLY REVIEW OF TRADE 


Distributive Trade Growing and Its 
Tone Is More Optimistic. 
New York, March 7.—B radstreet’s 
review of trade says distributive trade 
shows growth from week to week as 
the spring season approaches and the 
tone of trade as a whole is more opti­ 
m istic, but despite the large number 
of buyers in evidence at leading m ar­ 
kets the character of the business 
done does not vary from th at hitherto 
described. Conservative buying, large­ 
ly of staples, is the rule, and the un­ 
certainty as to prices in many lines 
acts as a check to fullest activity. 
T his is especially m anifest in some 
lines, as for instance cotton goods, 
w here prices have been of late sharp­ 
ly reduced without, however, evoking 
the interest expected. 
In few if any 
cases are com parisons with a year 
ago satisfactory, and a num ber of 
m easures of monthly trade and indus­ 
trial movement point to shrinkages of 
25 per cent or more. 
Collections are 
still widely complained of, and in this 
direction reports are no better than 
are the advices as to volume of busi­ 
ness 
doing. 
Retail trad e does not 
quicken greatly, although large cen­ 
ters show special efforts put forth to 
stim ulate 
buying 
eith er 
of 
winter 
goods at concessions or of new spring 
season fabrics. 
The reports received 
from the leading industries are still 
conflicting. 
The iron and steel indus­ 
try unquestionably has a b etter tone. 
T he textile trades show little change. 
T here is much short tim e in all these 
lines, raw wool is moving only at con­ 
cessions and the lum ber trade is very 
quiet.

DOORS MUST SWING OUTWARD 


All Buildinss Where Public Gath 


erings are Held Should be 


so Arranged 


The Collingswood holocaust has re­ 
vived interest as the provisions of the 
laws of the various states regarding 
the proper safety provisions in public 
buildings. 
The revised statu tes of Minnesota, 
1905, contain the following provisions, 
section 517a: 
“ Sec. 5179 -D oors of public buildings 
to swing outw ard The doors of all the­ 
atres, opera houses, public halls, or 
places used for public entertainm ents, 
exhibitions or m eetings, which are used 
exclusively or in p art for admission to, 
or egress from, the same, shall be so 
hung t t l i arranged as to open out­ 
wardly, and during any entertainm ent, 
exhibition or m eeting held therein, 
shall be kept unlocked and unfastened, 
and in such condition that, in case of 
danger or necessity, im mediate escape 
from such building shall not be pre­ 
vented 
or 
delayed. 
Every 
owner, 
agent, or lessee of any such building 
who shall use the same or allow it to be 
used for any of the aforesaid public 
purposes, w ithout having the doors 
thereof hung and arranged as herein­ 
before provided, shall for each viola­ 
tion of any provision of this section be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and be pun­ 
ished by a fine of not less than $25 nor 
more than $100, and in default of the 
paym ent of the fine and costs, shall be 
confined in the county jail for not less 
than fifteen nor more than sixty days.” 
While the provisions of the law as 
set forth above, do not expressly in­ 
clude school houses and churches, one 
of our leading attorneys expresses the 
belief th a t the provisions of the law 
not only include buildings used tor these 
purposes but also all buildings used for 
lodge halls or other purposes where 
people gather together. 
So far as is known to T h e D i s p a t c h 
there has never been a system atic and 
exhaustive inspection of the buildings 
used by the public in this city for such 
purposes to use, either th at the build­ 
ings are supplied with fire fighting apa- 
ratus as provided by law, or th a t there 
are proper exits and fire escapes. 
That the city council has full power 
to lay down such additional regula­ 
tions as to exits, non-combustible stair­ 
ways, etc., as it may be deemed best 
in school building, etc., is plain from 
section 2370, which reads as follows: 
“ Sec. 2370 
Buildings in classes five 
and six (public school buildings, and 
sem inary, academy and college build­ 
ings, more than two stories high, hos-

Minnesota Law as to Fire 
Protection 


DOORS MUST SWING OUTWARD 


All Buildings Whom Public Gath­ 
erings ara Held Should be 
so Arranged

wived interest as the provisions of the 
laws of the various states regarding 
the proper safety provisions in public 
buildings. 
The revised statutes of Minnesota, 
1905, contain the following provisions, 
section 517#: 
“Sec. 5179—Doors of public buildings 
to swing outward—The doors of all the­ 
atres, opera houses, public halls, or 
places used for public entertainments, 
exhibitions or meetings, which are used 
exclusively or in part for admission to, 
or egress from, the same, shall be so 
hung end arranged as to open out­ 
wardly, and during any entertainment, 
exhibition or meeting held therein, 
shall be kept unlocked and unfastened, 
and in such condition that, in case of 
danger or necessity, immediate escape 
from such building shall not be pre­ 
vented or 
delayed. 
Every 
owner, 
agent, or lessee of any such building 
who shall use the same or allow it to be 
used for any of the aforesaid public 
purposes, without having the doors 
thereof hung and arranged as herein­ 
before provided, shall for each viola­ 
tion of any provision of this section be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and be pun­ 
ished by a fine of not less than $25 nor 
more than $100, and in default of the 
payment of the fine and costs, shall be 
confined in the county jail for not less 
than fifteen nor more than sixty days." 
While the provisions of the law as 
set forth above, do not expressly in­ 
clude school houses and churches, one 
of our leading attorneys expresses the 
belief that the provisions of the law 
not only include buildings used tor these 
purposes but also all buildings used for 
lodge halls or other purposes where 
people gather together. 
So far as is known to T he D ispatch 
there has never been a systematic and 
exhaustive inspection of the buildings 
used by the public in this city for such 
purposes to use, either that the build­ 
ings are supplied with fire fighting apa- 
ratus as provided by law, or that there 
are proper exits and fire escapes. 
That the city council has full power 
to lay down such additional regula­ 
tions as to exits, non-combustible stair­ 
ways, etc., as it may be deemed best 
in school building, etc., is plain from 
section 2370, which reads as follows: 
“ Sec. 2370- Buildings in classes five 
and six (public school buildings, and 
seminary, academy and college build­ 
ings, more than two stories high, hos­ 
pitals and asylums two or more stories 
high) shall be provided, when practic­ 
able, with an inside or outside stand­ 
pipe, as required in class 
two. A 
chemical fire extinguisher shall be pro­ 
vided on each floor above the first, and 
there shall be exits, non-combustible 
stairways and ladders and fire escapes, 
in such number and of such character 
and size as may be determined from 
time to time by the proper local auth­ 
orities. * ’ 
It would certainly seem to be clearly 
the duty of the building inspector to in­ 
spect all buildings coming under the 
law and to promptly prosecute all per­ 
sons who neglect or refuse to immedi­ 
ately conform with the law in the 
matter. If not what is the city paying

for?

convents are in no sense prisons. Da; 
and night their doors are open and un­ 
guarded, and the inmates do nothing 
more unpleasant or degrading than 
sew, knit, embroider and so on. Poi 
this work they are paid. When a wo­ 
man criminal gives evidence that she 
will abide by the law in future she is 
released, whether she bas been in the 
convent a month or a year. Her refor­ 
mation determines her sentence. When 
that Is complete, she is released. The 
system works well. There are in Aus­ 
tria few women criminals. Those who 
have committed one crime rarely on 
their release commit a second.—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat 


to have at least one hot frame and one 
cold frame says the Minneapolis Jour­ 
nal. 
Duping March and April they 
offer an opportunity to start many 
flowers and vegetables, so that when 
the really warm weather settles in the 
out-door garden can be started at once 
with plants that have attained a very 
considerable growth. 
The frames should be on the south 
side of a house or wall, if possible. 
For the hotbed, dig a square pit three 
feet by six in area and two feet deep. 
Drive posts in each corner, making 
those in the back about three feet high 
and those in front two and one-half feet 
high. 
It is best, but not absolutely 
necessary, to line the entire pit with 
planks. 
You need board it in only in 
the place above the ground, where it 
must be protected with extra heavy 
lumber. 
Glass frames for hotbeds six feet by 
three can be purchased for about $2. 
They may either be hinged to the pit 
frame or simply laid over it, and so 
arranged that they can be propped open 
when necessary. 
Fill the pit with perfectly fresh ma­ 
nure. Old manure will not do. 
It 
must be fresh enough to give off a lot 
of heat by its fermentation. That is 
all it is put in for. It is not put in for 
fertilizer. 
In less than twenty-four hours the 
manure should be generating a heat of 
IOO degrees at least. Then trample it 
down till it fills only two-thirds of the 
pit 
Cover it with about eight inches 
or a foot of fine, rich, well-sifted soil. 
Bank earth or manure around the out­ 
side of the pit and you are ready to put 
in the seed. 
In a cold frame the process is the 
same except that no manure is put in 
to make heat and the entire depen­ 
dence is put on the sun. 
Small cold 
frames can be improvised out of old 
soap boxes. If there is an amateur 
photographer among your friends, his 
spoiled negatives will do beautifully for 
the glass after they are cleaned. Bury 
the box partially in a sheltered corner, 
tipping it so that its slant is southward. 
Fill it two-thirds full of finely sifted 
leaf mould old, rich garden earth or 
sandy loam mixed with fertilizer. 
After the plants start the beds need 
to be watched. If there is very much 
sunlight, and the temperature rises 
above 75 degrees, the top must be 
raised an inch or two; but if the wind 
is blowing at the time, some cloth or a 
thin board must be placed in such a 
way that, though the air can enter, the 
wind will be kept off. During the hot­ 
test parts of the days it will often be 
necessary to shade the tender growth 
by laying papers over the glass. If 
drops of moisture appear on the under 
side of the glass in the early stages, 


there is too much dampness, and the 
sash must be raised to permit it to 
pass off. 
„ 
In the hotbeds you can force petu­ 
nias, pansies, agertums, etc., from 
seed and thus have them ready to trans­ 
plant at the earliest possible moment, 
obtaining growing plants by the time 
the outdoor seeds are barely ready to 
go into the ground.

No Notle* Should ba Given to 
Either Pupils or Teachers 
of Drill 


There is no fire drill in the Brainerd 
schools at present. 
So say the pupils 
of the various schools. There was last 
year some drill which was at best but 
partially effective but this year even 
this has been abandoned. 
When fire 
drills were held they were held at the 
end of a session that there might be no 
“interference with the work of the 
schools” as if that was of any possible 
moment when weighed in the balance 
against the safety of our children. 
Fire drill at first should be on due 
notice and the pupils drilled daily until 
proficient, 
under 
ordinary 
circum­ 
stances in emptying the building injthe 
shortest possible time. 
After that the 
children should be plainly told that the 
fire alarm would be sounded at unex­ 
pected times. The pupils would soon 
become so accustomed to fire drill at 
any and all times that in case of a 
genuine alarm the children would all be 
marched out before they became aware 
of the fire and so there would be no 
danger of panic or of their crushing 
one another as was the case at Colling, 
wood. 
It has been stated by prominent 
members of the board of education that 
there would be steps taken at once to 
see that an efficient fire drill was in­ 
stalled in the Brainerd schools. 
There 
doubtless will be, but every parent in 
the city should make it a personal 
matter to see that fire drill is not only 
started but consistently and persistent­ 
ly kept up. The saving of the life of 
one pupil would more than pay for the 
loss of time or expenditure of money, 
in a score or a hundred of years for 
proper fire training or fire protection. 
It has been suggested by a prominent 
business man that it be made the duty 
of the chief of the fire department to 
sound the alarm at the school buildings 
without the knowledge of either the 
teachers or the principal that they be 
drilled as well as the pupils, as an un­ 
drilled teacher is liable to a panic. 
This article is not written to cast 
reflections on the management of the 
schools but that there may be no pos­ 
sible chance in Brainerd for such a dis­ 
aster as that at Collingwood. 


FLOODS IN MICHIGAN.

VICTIMS ABE BURIED. 


Fifty 
Funeral« Held In S u b u rb * ef 
Cleveland. 
f ie reland, 
March 
7.—ColHnwood 
came to a full realization of her woe 
when slowly and solemnly the pro­ 
cessions of death began to wend their 
way toward the cemetery, bearing the 
battered and charred remains of some 
©f the 167 children whoee lives were 
snuffed out in Wednesday morning's 
catastrophe in the I,ake View school. 
From morning until dusk there was 
no cessation In the funeral corteges. 
Those who had no dead to mourn as 
a personal loss Stood in the streets 
with bared heads as the grim proces­ 
sions passed. 
There was scarcely a 
dry eye in Collin wood. 
One of the 
sad funerals was that of the three 
children of Janitor llirter, held Jointly 
with the services for three other lit­ 
tle ones. 
Altogether there were fifty 
burials. 
Sunday will witness the last 
of the individual burials and on Mon­ 
day the remains of all those who are 
unldenl Ifled will be laid to rest with 
one funeral. 
There are twenty-eight 
of those bundles of flesh awaiting 
claimants. 
Testimony was given at the con 
tlnued Hessions of the coroner’s in 
guest by F. P. Whitney, superinten­ 
dent of the Collinwood schools, who 
stated his belief to he that no fire de 
p&rttnent could have done any effec­ 
tive work after the fire had started. 
Two of the teachers told of their un­ 
availing attempts to open one of the 
double doors at the rear, which they 
said was locked. 
The inquest also 
developed the fact that, after the first 
crush at the door, it was beyond hu 
man possibility to aid or save those 
whom the tongues of flame were de­ 
vouring in the charnal house. 
The 
Inquest will he resumed Monday. 
In a statement, Chief Wallace of 
the Cleveland Are department said It 
was his opinion that the loss of life 
would not have been so great had 
there been no partitions at the sides 
of the storm doors at the rear en­ 
trance. 
Two feet eight inches had 
been taken off either side of the hall 
for the partitions. 
Ills examination 
developed that the doors opened out­ 
ward. 
With the appropriation of $25,000 by 
the Ohio legislature and the funds 
subscribed locally there will be plen­ 
ty of financial relief for the stricken 
families.
